REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

11. ^ The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance 
because: 

Applicants have presented arguments for distinguishing the claimed invention over the prior art that rely on features which 
have not been specifically claimed. For example, applicants argue that the prior art (Lee) teaches interarrival times between 
"sessions of packets" and not "individual packets" as in the claimed invention. (Page 7. line 4) However, the claimed limitations 
of present invention do not specifically reguire that the interarrival times be for "individual packets" as asserted by applicants. 
While applicants have claimed a method for characterizing the interarrival times for a "plurality of packets", the term "individual 
packet" does not appear in the language of the claims. As another example, applicants argue that the prior art (Reuda) 
teaches a self-similar (fractal) model and not the mixture model (F(x)) of the present invention. (Page 8, line 7) Again, the 
mixture model (F(x)) does not appear as a limitation in the language of the claims. In either case, applicant's arguments are 
clearly more specific than the claims reguire. The newly presented arguments therefore reguire further search and 
consideration by the examiner .
